Three spent rifle hulls were fourid under the vdrdow in the, southeast comer 
of the 6th floor of the Texas School Book Depository Building, Dallas, Texas, on 
the aftemoor. of Kovenoer 22 , I 963 . Vher. the officers called ise to this wirdow, 

I asked then not to move the shells nor touch thea until Lt, Day of the Dallas 
rdicc DeparUaent could nake plctureo of the hulls showing where they fell after 
being ejected from the rifle. After the pie'eures wore cade. Detective R. K, 

Sins of the Hoisiclde Bureau, who was assisting in the search of the building, 
brou^t the three empty hulls to cy office. These were delivered to me in ry 
office et the police htadcuarlers. I kept the hulls in an envelope In ity 
possession and later turned then ever to C. K. D^ority of the Kondcide Dureau 
and instructed hie to take then to It, Day of the Identification Bureau. I 
told Detective ahority that after these hxills were checked for prints to leave two 
of the:, to be delivered to the FBI and to brirg oix of them to my oifice to be 
used for cocqjarison testa here in the office, as we were trying to find where the 
cartridges had been bought. Vhen Detective Ehority returned from the Identification 
Bureau, he returned the one empty hull which I kept in cy possession. eevercl 
days later, 1 believe or. the night of Kovenber 27, Vince Drain of the IBI called 
BC at home about one o'clock In the taimirg end said that the Cormission wajited ^ 
the other empty hull and a notebook that belonged to Cswald. I came to the office 
end delivered these things to the PDI, Ke have Itr. "ajaes P. Hosty's receipt for 
these items in our report.
